F R O S T DUE TO 
HIT AREA AGAIN 
THURSDAY NIGHT

The weather bureau predicted 
another frost for most of Ohio 
tonight as the state came under 
the influence of a new cold air 
mass from the Northwest. 
After rising somewhat yester­ 
day the m ercury again was on 
the 
downgrade, 
temperatures 
j dropped to 21 degrees at Cadil­ 
lac, Mich., this morning and to 
15 at Land of Lakes, Wis., where 
the center of the cold air mass 
was passing on its way east­ 
ward. 
Forecaster A. S. Klemetsmo 
said that the high range today 
over the state would be 55 lo 65 
degrees, with the mercury drop­

In the 
hu man being, the break down is 
mu ch more lik ely to come in one set 
of organs a t a time, before it does 
in the other organs. The organ or 
organs that give ou t are different 
in different individu als. In one, the 
heart and blood vessels will be the 
first to flag or fail; in another, the 
k idneys; in still another, the liver.

W hat It Means 
This may mean only 
that people 
are constru cted differently with in­ 
dividu al strong and weak points. It 
may also indicate that they 
have 
been su bjected to different accidents 
and strains in the cou rse of their 
early life. 
For instance, the man 
who de­ 
velops a chronic inflammation 
the k idneys at the age 
of 50 may 
find that his whole trou ble started 
with some little damage done 
to 
these important organs 
by an in­ 
fection contracted early in life and 
long since overcome. 
Today, with a larger proportion 
of ou r people living longer lives, the 
control of chronic diseases 
is more 
necessary and important than ever 
before. 
An Impo rtant Questio n 
It is time now to ask the qu estion; 
"What k ind of lives are they liv­ 
ing?” 
In a su rvey made some years ago, 
it was fou nd that one ou t o f every 
three persons 
over the age 
o f 4 0 
su ffered from one or another chronic 
disease. For one person who died 
from hardened arteries, 39 
were 
sick with the condition; 
for every 
one who died of cancer, there were 
two sick with the disease; for every 
death from heart disease, 
sev en 


How 
Well, consider for a moment the 
situ ation as regards heart disease. 
Throu ghou t the United States 
this continu es to be the leading 
cau se of death. One-third of fatal 
heart disorders are directly du e to 
the degenerative conditions su ch as 
hardening of the arteries and coron­ 
ary thrombosis. 
Now no doctor can mend a dam­ 
aged heart or restore you thfu l elas­ 
ticity to hardened arteries. Bu t if 
the patient comes to him early in 
the disease, he can do mu ch to stop 
its progress and k eep it from grow­ 
ing worse. 
Then, too, precau tions tak en in 
early life can often prevent su ch 
diseases from developing. By means 
of proper living, the u se of a well- 
balanced diet, the avoidance of over­ 
eating and excesses of all types, and 
the prevention of variou s infections, 
it is hoped that the early onset of 
these degenerative 
disorders may 
be warded off. 
It wou ld also seem that persons 
in 
poor 
economic circu mstances 
have twice as mu ch chronic disease 
of as those who are 
better situ ated. 
Thu s it wou ld seem to indicate that 
su ch things as proper hou sing, 
enou gh of the right foods and good 
health habits in general are factors 
in postponing the 
onset of these 
chronic disorders 
which are con­ 
stantly becoming a greater problem, 
and which deprive so many of ou r 
people of the green old age which 
shou ld be theirs.

H. T.: My dau ghter, who is fifteen 
years old and a diabetic, has not be­ 
gu n to have her menstru al periods. 
What wou ld you su ggest? 
Answer: The 
child shou ld be 
examined to determine if there is 
any glandu lar deficiency which is 
responsible for her trou ble. It is 
possible that the diabetes is a con­ 
tribu tory cau se. 
I wou ld su ggest an examination 
by a genito-u rinary specialist or a 
pediatrician.

For one perron who died 
from hardened arteries, 39 were 
sick with the condition; for every 
one who died of cancer, there were
